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A Resolution Adopted By The General 
Council, July 4, 1963, Denver, Colorado 


WHEREAS, after almost twenty 
years of negotiations between repre- 
sentatives of the Evangelical and Re- 
formed Church and the Congregation- 
al Christian Churches, a Basis of Un- 
ion with interpretations and a consti- 
tution have been formulated by which 
a union of the two communions has 
been achieved without a break in their 
historic continuities, and without in- 
volyng any invasion of the rights pre- 
viously enjoyed by local churches or 
congregations, while being joined in 
fellowship and cooperation, and 


WHEREAS, the United Church of 
Christ in the two years since the Phil- 
adelphia General Synod has made pro- 
gress. at every level — local church, 
association, conference, board, instru- 
mentality, General Synod in imple- 
menting the Constitution, and 


WHEREAS, the decision by a large 
majority of the churches to unite has 
had a seal of approval placed upon it 
by the courts, thereby giving legal sta- 
tus to the Constitution with its affir- 
mation of the autonomy of the local 
church and to the Basis of Union with 
its assertation that Congregational 
Churches do not go out of existence 
at the time of the Union of the two 
communions but rather unite without 
break in their historic continuities, 
and 


WHEREAS, once again the Congre- 
gational Christian Churches have en- 
tered upon a new and deeply signif- 
icant adventure in liberty in company 
with the Evangelical and Reformed 
Church, an adventure filled with pro- 
mise for Protestantism and Christiani- 
ty at a time of ominous world crisis, 
and. 


WHEREAS, the United Church of 
Christ was formed to exuress more ful- 
ly the oneness in Christ of the church- 
es composing it, to make more effec- 
tive their common witness in Him, and 
to serve His Kingdom in the world, 
and 


WHEREAS, the United Church of 
Christ acknowledges as its sole head, 
Jesus Christ, the Son of God and the 
Saviour of men; acknowledges as bre- 
thren in Christ all who share in this 
confession; looks to the World of God 
in the Scriptures, and to the presence 
and power of the Holy Spirit, to pros- 
per its creative. and redemptive work 


in the world; claims as its own the 
faith of the historic Church expressed 
in the ancient creeds and reclaimed in 
the basic insights of the Protestant 
Reformers; affirms the responsibility 
of the Church in each generation to 
make this faith its own in reality of 
worship, in ‘honesty of thought and 
expression, and in purity of heart be- 
fore God, and 


WHEREAS, the Constitution defines 
and regulates the General Synod and 
those instrumentalities of the United 
Church which are recognized, estab- 
lished by or responsible to the Gen- 
eral Synod, and describes the free and 
voluntary relationships which the local 
churches, associations, conferences, and 
ministers sustain with the General 
Synod and with each other, the pattern 
of relationships and procedures so de- 
scribed being recommended to local 
churches, associations, conferences and 
ministers, to enable them more effec- 
tively to accomplish thir tasks and the 
work of the United Church of Christ. 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, 
that we, who have given the name of 
Christ to our labors, pledge anew our 
loyalty and devotion to Him whom we 
acknowledge as our Master; that we 
strive with all our power to make the 
United Church His church in deed as 
well as in‘name; and be it: 


FURTHER RESOLVED that we urge 
all those churches which as yet have 
not joined the United Church to be- 
come full partners with the churches 
which have joined in this adventure 
of great promise, confident that God 
in His wisdom will use it as His instru- 
ment, guiding it in the correction of 
its mistakes, strengthening it when 
obedient to His will, shaming it when 
slothful, humbling it when arrogant, 
comforting it when it, too, mounts Cal- 
vary’s hill, and be it: 


FURTHER RESOLVED that this 
General Council urge the United Chur- 
ch to take heed to Paul’s admonition 
“to lay aside every weight, and sin 
which clings so closely, and let us run 
with perseverance the race that is set 
before us, looking to Jesus, the pioneer 
and perfecter of our faith, who for the 
joy that was set before Him, endured 
the cross, despising the shame, and is 
seated at the right hand of the throne 
of God.”

4) Used Postage 
Stamp Project. This new project will 
help handicapped refugees get a new 
start in life. On page 13 of “Material 
Aid Opportunities” we find directions 
as to how we are to handle the stamps 
and where we are to send them.

Veteran Pastor, Retires 


Rev. Emory M. Carter, faithful pas- 
tor at the Youngsville Christian Chur- 
ch in North Carolina for thirty-seven 
years, resigned last June. The resig- 
nation was to become effective when 
his successor was secured.

Dr. W. T. Scott, former superinten- 
dent of the Southern Convention, has 


written concerning Rev. Emory M. 
Carter: 
“Mr. Carter is the ‘dean’ of minis- 


ters of the Southern Convention, hay- 
ing been licensed on October 22, 1898, 
and ordained October 23, 1900, by the 
Georgia and Alabama Christian Con- 
ference. He began preaching at the age 
of 18, and he has been in the active 


ministry for more than _ sixty-five 
years, 
“A native of Alabama, he served 


churches there and at different times 
was secretary of both the Georgia and 
Alabama Christian Conference and the 
Alabama Christian Conference. 

Seeing the need of education in pre- 
paration for the ministry, Brother Car- 
ter entered Elon College as a student 
on November 14, 1900, where he stu- 
died about three years. At the end of 
this time he returned to Alabama for 
work among the churches. 

“On April 23, 1908, he married Miss 
Lovie Floyd of the Oak Grove Christ- 
ian Church community, near what was 
then called “Chipley”, Georgia, the 
home church of Elon College’s former 
president, Dr, Leon Edgar Smith. 

“Brother Carter returned to Elon in 
1924. He completed his work, gradu- 
ating with the class of 1925. He has 
been one of our more faithful minis- 
ters. 

“He served as secretary of the Eas- 
tern North Carolina Conference for 20 
years, the Youngsville church as pastor 
for 37 years, and Good Hope church 
for 35 years. He is now ‘semi-retired’, 
though his counsels are sought most 
frequently. His love for Elon College 
and all of the institutions of our 
church exemplify ideals we all might 
follow.”

SOS—code 
signal in time of distress—identifies 
Share Our Substance, part of our 
churches’ answer to the needs of the 
hungry and the disaster stricken ov- 
erseas, 

The cooperative effort of major Pro- 
testant and Eastern Orthodox bodies 
in the U. S., the program is designed 
to provide help for as many of the 
world’s hungry, undernourished or 
disaster-stricken as can be reached. 

SOS foods are made available throu- 
gh the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture. Other foods required by overseas 
feeding programs are provided throu- 
gh CROP, or purchased. All foods are 
distributed on the basis of need, with- 
out reference to race or creed. 

In 1962, at a total cost of only $806,- 
166.38, the Share Our Substance Pro- 
gram distributed a total of 496,033,461 
pounds of government donated and 
other foods to more than a million of 
the world’s hungry men, women, and 
children. The amount sent per dollar 
is so great that one has to believe in 
miracles to understand it.
